CARROLL, Iowa, August 26.—Theodore Roosevelt definitely 


aligned himself with the progressives of New York State in a state- 
ment which he issued on the train today as he was crossing Iowa. . 


Roosevelt declared the main issue in the fight in New York was 


not any specific reform measure, but bossism. Bossism, he de- 
clared, frequently led to corruption, and he said he would wage 
ruthless war on corrupt alliances between business .and bosses. 
Roosevelt was asked about remarks by Timothy L. Woodruff, New 
York State Chairman, in regard to'the factional fight in New York. 
In reply he issued'this statement:- 


"The Progressives are emphatically in favor of taking a real 


step forward about direct primaries substantially :.oh-the lines of 
Governor Hughes' proposition, but this is not the main issue. 


"The main issue is that we.stand against bossism, big or little, 


and in favor of general popnlar rule, not only at the elections, but 
within the party organizations, and above all, that our war is ruth- 
less against every specie of corruption, big and little, and against 
the alliance between corrupt business and corrupt politics, as to 
which it has been-found that too often in the past the boss system 
has offered a peculiarly efficient and objectionable means of com- 
munication. 
We are against the domination of the party and the 


public by special interests, whether these special interests are polit- 
ical, business or a compound of the two."

When Death Lifts the Veil. 


The estate of the late John G. Carlisle has been appraised at 


less than $40,000. When Mr. Carlisle retired from the second Cleve- 
land cabinet, in which he held the treasury portfolio, it was widely 
asserted that he had become unaccountably rich while drawing a 
silary from the government that would scarcely pay his living ex- 
penses. Mr. Carlisle stepped out of the cabinet and into a lucrative 
law practice, he being rated as one of the foremost lawyers in the 
country. But now that he is dead it appears that the wealth with which 
his political enemies dowered him was purely imaginary. He was not 
rich—never had been rich, so the charge that he became rich in 
some secret, furtive manner turns out to be the invention of politi- 
cal'malice. Apparently John G. Carlisle was bankrupt and in delit 
when he laid do-ivn the treasury portfolio. After serving his coun- 
try for a quarter of a century, holding such high and influential of- 
fices as Speaker of the House of Representatives, United States 
Senator and Secretary of the Treasury, he returned to private life 
poorer than when he left it, resting under the base imputation that 
he fhiuj amassed wealth in "some surreptitious and unexplained 
ma'tiner j-while.lioldjng offices o£-iremendous power in the world of

Cleveland and Carlisle had their failings, as other i ten have. 


They made mistakes, as other men made mistakes before and after 
them: their theories of national policy, we believe, were erroneous., 
but nevertheless they were honest sincere men—true, sout d-hearted 
Americans who gained nothing they did not righteously and hon- 
orably earn in the'-open light of day. Looking upon th-ir graves 
every lover of his country must feel a deep sehse of grati katioii at 
the knowledge that they were free from the taint laid upon them 
by the jaundice and malice of political hate. They held heir high 
course honorably and truly despite obloquy and base accusation, 
and laid down their burden of public duty with honor unstained 
and hands uncrossed by shameful wages.

Yet while they still held office they were widely a^\ ertised as 


men who had prostituted their official powers to acqui e wealth. 
Only the antiquarian now recalls that the wife of President Madi- 
son was heralded over the country as the cast-off mistress of Aaron 
Iltirr, but it was a common enough story during the second war 
with Great Britain. The Embargo convinced many wonhy people 
i i New England that Mrs. Madison was a wanton .and President 
Madison a foolish cuckold. But the scandal died whei Madison 
ceased to be a vexing personality in politics. Sanity and truth and 
c'.ecency finally asserted themselves, but not till deep w ninds had 
bten inflicted and much suffering endured.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—With the last'
